just finished the rainbow tuner tonight. got to test phase 
and everything checks ok with the bridge. however, 

when i am adjusting the tuner via the 150pf trimmer cap 
initially, on all 4 toroid taps, i can only just barely get 
the red (> 5 SWR) light to go out, and only if i turn the cap 
right at the edge of its limits. manual suggests it may 

be necessary to add a couple of windings to the toroid, 

so i desolder and snip it it out and rewind. initial winding 
was 35 turns per the manual, so i added 2 for a total of 

37. now the red will go out, and just barely the orange 

but only right at the edge of the cap limit. (tried all 4 toroid 
taps again). i am wondering if anyone else had to add a 
number of extra turns, and if so, how many? is this normal? 
i am using the norcal 40a (40 meters) as RF in. i double 
checked all solder joints, wiring, parts placement, and

Hi, everyone, 


This is an interesting name for a thread considering that I have been off 
the air for several weeks. No more :) My low cost HF equipment (for two 


bands anyway) finally arrived. I am going to be pretty busy today, but 
tomorrow I expect to spend some real time on the air for the first time in 
a while. I don't know if I suffered from "withdrawals", but it will be 
nice to be back. 


FWIW, I'll be operating with an NCG 15M (a/k/a National RIX-715 in Japan 
and elsewhere overseas), 10 watts (high power), 2 watts (low power) on 15 
meters, and an Amp Supply TR-110 (a/k/a Tokyo Hy-Power TR-110 or Kantronics 
KT-110) on 10 meters. The Amp Supply rig is rated at 20 watts CW/PEP SSB, 
and the carrier level and mic. gain controls are internal (argh!). I'll 
probably set it for 10 watts SSB and 5 watts CW :) It does have the 
optional 250 hz CW filter, and the NCG has an aftermarket CW filter added, 
so I may actually get on CW eventually as part of my quest for my Extra. 


Either rig will be using a long wire strung up in our beautiful, tall North 
Carolina pines as an antenna (apartment restrictions strike again!), witha 
Dentron tuner to make it all work. I have $150 total invested in these two 
rigs, and they are both really quite good, so I am yet another proof that 
it doesn't take much money to enjoy this hobby. I hope I'm not spoiling it 
for some QRO op who spent thousands on his station :) (Yes, I've been 
reading that thread.) 


Anyway, look for me on 10 and 15, and also 2m SSB.

I have the same experiences as you. I can usually make contacts as if I 
were QRO as long as I don't mention that I am QRP. I too have had many U.S. 
stations give me a 599 report and hear every word I send until I mention 
I'm operating QRP. They then abruptly sign with me. I could understand it 
if I were bragging and cutting them down for using QSO but I don't. It is 


hard for me to understand why this occurs but you're probably correct. On 
the other hand, foreign DX stations usually stop and try to find out more 
information about my station when I mention that I'm QRP, even when they are 
working a pileup. 


Unless I'm on one of the QRP calling frequencies I never sign QRP if I want 
contacts. I know this seems to defy logic but like you say, in terms of 
decibels there just isn't that much difference and most of the difference is 
physiological. When you mention you're QRP to a station that doesn't think 
contacts with QRP are possible, your signal will amazingly drop into the 
noise. 


To be fair most hams no matter what their power preference enjoy working QRP 
stations and it usually makes for a more enjoyable QSO. It gives you both 
something to talk about.

My experiences fully match Hans' here. Rather than try 
to hide the fact that I'm QRP, I broadcast it loud and 
clear! And I xdox mean loud and clear. ;-) 


Often after I send my call (most recently the last three 
DX ops I worked), the DX op responds, "QRP?" Which allows 
me to send my call in the clear. Mind you, this is with 
MY callsign - you know, the one with the "T..T.." you 
always hear in the pack. ;-) If anything, I'd expect the 
DX Op to send "TT?", but instead they key in on the "QRP" 
portion of my call. 


QRP ain't a crime, no reason to hide it. And the more 
strong sigs out there signing "/QRP", the more we can 
help dispel some of the stereotypes that some QRO (and 
even QRP) ops seem to have, i.e. QRP == Weak Sigs. 


Also, by adding "/QRP" when calling CQ, I immediately 
filter out all those who wouldn't be interested in hearing 
about my setup anyway. If I'm 579 (armchair copy) and 

they choose pass me up soley because I'm running QRP, 

odds are they wouldn't be worth talking to anyway. 


And again, out of hundreds of ragchews, I can't recall 
getting anything but encouragement from QRO ops.
